&c. by ſympathy becauſe Aries is his own houſe. And diſeaſes 
ofthe brain Mars cauſerh by antipathy, becauſe Mzrs hath his 
fall in Cancer, and Caiicer isthe Myons houſes and rhe Moon rul- 
ah rhe brain, witnefſe thoſe that have the falling-ſicknefle, gy c.
